For  the  third  straight  year  the 
Sig  Ep  chapter  has  been  awarded 
the  Fraternity  of  the  Year  trophy 
for  the  (raternily  which  has  con- 
tributed the  most  to  the  school 
for  the  year.  The  Sig  Eps  have  not 
only  won  the  trophy  for  the  third 
consecutive  year,  but  four  of  the 
last  five  years  and  five  of  the 
eight   years    ii    has   been    presented. 

The  present  dominance  began  in 
the  1970-71  school  year.  The  chap- 
ter made  the  highest  grade  pomi 
average  for  both  the  Fall  and  Spring 
semester.  The  pledge  class  also 
took  ihe  same  honor  that  Fall.  The 
Student  Government  Association  saw 
the  chapter  place  brothers  in  the 
-  positions  of  president,  vice  pre- 
sident, and  treasurer.  Fhe  four 
class  president  offices  were  filled 
by  Sig  Eps.  Brother  Tom  Clark 
was  selected  Mr.  T.W.C.  that  year.

Edwin  "Buck"  Buchanan  died 
on  June  17.  1973.  in  Milwaukee. 
Wisconsin.  He  was  82  and  died  of 
severe  head  injuries  suffered  Sat- 
urday. June  16,  when  a  high  wind 
knocked  him  to  the  pavement  in 
front  of  his  apartment  building. 

Buck  was  born  October  28.  1890, 
and  was  a  member  of  ihe  Ohio 
State  University  chapter  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  He  graduated  from 
Ohio  State  in  1911  and  entered  the 
banking  business.  He  retired  as 
vice  president  of  the  First  Wis- 
consin Nauonal  Bank, 

Buck  was  a  dedicated  and  loyal 
member  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  He 
served     the     Fraternitv     as     Grand 


Treasurer  from  1932  to  1967.  He 
was  Grand  President  in  1955-1956. 
He  served  as  Trustee  of  the  En- 
dowment Fund  and  on  the  Chapter 
Investment  Fund  Board  of  Managers, 
a  posi  he  ]usi  recently  resigned. 
For  his  outstanding  service  to  the 
Fraternity  with  conspicuously  de- 
dicated effort  he  was  awarded  the 
Fraternity's  1 7th  Order  of  die 
Golden  Heart  in  1 96! .  Moreover, 
the  Fraternity's  Outstanding  Chap- 
ter Award  was  renamed  the  Buch- 
Ouistanding  Chapter  Award

The  campus  newpaper  confirmed  the 
facts.  New  college  rules  would  require 
any  social  fraternity  using  college  hous- 
ing to  give  up  the  privilege  of  selecting 
its  own  members.  Fraternities  remain- 
ing on  campus  must  accept  and  initiate 


any   student  applying   and   assigned   bv 
the  college. 
The  campus  newpaper  confirmed  the 

The  house  was  thrown  into  turmoil. 
Brothers  were  angry,  sad,  bitter,  des- 
perate. We  were  a  good  chapter,  large 
in  size,  and  high-achieving  in  academ- 
ics, athletics,  and  otherwise.  What 
could  we  do  in  the  face  of  the  Davidson 
College  administration's  regulation? 
What  could  we  do  in  the  face  of  cam- 
pus sentiment? 

The  extremist  student  newspaper  ec- 
statically applauded  the  administration's 
decision.  Beyond  the  campus,  in  com- 
munication with  the  alumni,  the  David- 
son   Up    Dale    defended    the    decision 


also,  blurring  the  real  issues. 

As  the  weeks  passed,  sentiment  at 
the  Sig  Ep  house  was  divided.  Brothers 
in  one  camp  said.  "You  can't  fight  City 
Bali."  Others  said  "The  hell  we  can't." 
Many  brodiers  knew  in  their  hearts 
that  the  professional  fraternity  haters 
were    wrong.    They    must    be    opposed. 

Meanwhile,  the  College  trustees  had 
wisely  permitted  any  fraternity  that 
chose  to  do  so  to  vacate  its  college- 
owned  facilities  and  move  off  campus 
if  it  wished  to  remain  selective.  We 
were  confronted  with  a  choice:  fight 
for  our  fraternity  by  moving  off  cam- 
pus or  dirow  in  the  towel.

Meantime,  brothers  from  out- 
side of  the  chapter  came  to  our 
aid.  The  help  we  received  from 
Staff  Representative  Tom  Altardyce 
was  invaluable.  He  counseled  chap- 
ter officers  who  were  working 
furiously  to  make  the  off -campus 
dream  a  reality.  He  spoke  with 
our  attorney.  Bill  McNair  and  for- 
warded McNair's  report  to  Rich- 
mond. He  spoke  to  the  pledges  a- 
bout  the  fraternity  and  encouraged 

But  as  the  1971-1972  school 
year  ended,  our  problems  were 
far  from  solved.  For  example, 
we  still  did  noi  have  a  home. 
Finally,  chapter  president  Dave 
Crisseti.  who  had  been  conducting 
a  s>sicmaii(  search  for  a  house 
of  adequate  size,  found  one  whose 
owner  lived  in  France.  So  Dave 
wrote  to  France,  and  wc  soon  had 
a  deal.  Then  financing  had  to  be 
considered,  Dave  and  comptroller 
Phil  Leonard  found  bankers  in 
Charlotte  willing  to  take  a  mort- 
gage if  signers  could  be  found  lo 
guarantee  payments.  Calling  on 
our  Alumni  Board,  we  persuaded 
Raymond  Turner.  Jim  Williams, 
and  Bayles  Mack  to  put  their  necks 
on  the  line.  "After  coming  this 
far.  we  can't  stop  now."  diey  said. 
"Let's  give  them  hell!"  And. 
undergraduates  and  alumni  to- 
gether, we  did. 

We  renovated  the  house  from 
top  lo  bottom,  thanks  to  a  |5.000 
loan  from  the  Grand  Chapter  and 
our  own  labor.  Although  the  Col- 
lege continued  to  work  against  us. 
making  ii  hard  to  get  permits  for 
improvements,  we  persevered. 

As  this  is  written,  die.  early 
hysteria  fomented  by  the  admin- 
isiraiion  has  passed.  Our  diligent 
efforts  have  won  us  friends  among 
our  neighbors.  The  mayor  ol  the 
city  of  Davidson  has  helped  us  by 
praising  the  fraternity's  efforts 
since  the  mosT  from  campus  to 
off -campus. 

Now  die  momentum  gained  from 
our  labors  continues  to  produce 
results  in  other  ways.  Fmm  10 
brothers,  we  haw  groH-n  lo  50. 
Our  pledge  program  strrssing  ctim- 
miimeiii  in  body  and  spirit  to 
fraternal  ideals,  has  yielded  a 
tremendous  bonus  in  terms  of 
dedication  to  the  chapter,  high 
spirits,  and  inie  brotherhood.  We 
continue  to  maintain  the  highest 
grade-point  airrage  among  the 
fraternities  .ind  on-cumpus  eai- 
ing  clubs;  in  fact,  we  received 
the  John  M.  Belk  Au^rd  lor  aca- 
demic exrelleiice.  We  also  cap-

Why  do  we  pay  the  $5  housing 
fee?

The  $5  housing  fee  was  approved 
bv  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1969 
(Dallas),  Since  the  Grand  Chapter 
IS  85%  undergraduate  voting 
strength,  it  follows  ihat  the  under- 
graduates approved  the  legislation 
(after  all.  it's  designed  to  help  im- 
prove undergraduate  housing).  The 
money  goes  to  the  Housing  Loan 
Fund  where  it  is  loaned  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  National  Housing 
Corporaiion,  but  only  for  housing 
purposes.  However,  if  a  chapter 
borrows  from  the  National  Housing 
Corporation,  the  amount  the  chap- 
ter has  paid  into  the  HLF  con» 
stituies  an  interest-free  loan  of 
the  amount  conUibuted  (since  1969), 

The  initiation  fee  is  $80;  Sib 
goes  lo  buy  a  life  subscription 
to  the  Journal,  and  the  remaindti 
goes  into  the  general  fund  to  p3\ 
for  the  costs  of  operating  the  Fra 
leriiily  (HQ,  salaries,  trawl,  com- 
munications, printing,  etc.).

L.S.U.  Invokes 
30-Hour 
Ruling 

The  Greek  system  at  Louisiana 
State  I'niversity  is  faced  with  a 
directive  from  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors that  places  a  30-hour  col- 
lege credit  resuiction  on  fraternity 
house  residents.  The  previous  rul- 
ing stated  that  only  second  semes- 
ter freshmen  could  live  in  a  fra- 
ternity house,  yet  with  the  univer- 
sities need  to  keep  dormitory  hous- 
ing filled  and  to  equalize  the  res- 
trictions placed  upon  male  and  fe- 
male students,  (he  disadvantage  is 
placed  on  the  Greek  system.  The 
effect  of  this  change  will  be  felt 
by    both    small    and    large    frate 
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chapters  to  permanently  close  their 

Rcaliiing  the  dilemma,  the  Inter- 
fratemiiy  Council  will  make  a  study 
of  the  effects  of  the  "Option  4" 
ruling  on  the  L.S.U.  fraternities 
and  pass  along  their  results  to  the 
university  for  review. 

The  effect  of  the  Option  4  re- 
striction on  Greeks  will  be  that 
the  newly -arriving  fall  freshmen 
will  not  be  able  to  move  into  fra- 
ternity housing  for  one  year.  For 
many  fraternities  the  inability  to 
keep  a  house  filled  will  be  a  fatal 
blow  to  the  brotherhood.

boys,  nor  was  it  made  to  leach 
young  men  responsibility,  or  how  to 
take  orders.  If  a  man  hasn'i  learned 
these  things  by  now,  he  soon  will, 

teach  him  these  things.  A  person 
may  well  grow  up  and  learn  res- 
ponsibility during  his  first  few 
months  of  college  life,  but,  I  think, 
we  flatter  ourselves  a  bit  too  much 
to  think  that  we  can  create  a  crash 
program  in  manhood. 

Pledge  education  was  not  created 
to  instill  love  or  devotion  within  a 
man  for  the  fraternity  or  for  its 
memfjers;  rather  it  creates  an  at- 
mosphere in  which  these  things 
may  grow.  The  spirit  and  love  which 
comes  from  within  is  much  stronger 
than  that  which  is  forced. 

The  earning  of  the  right  to  be- 
come a  brother  and  the  idea  that 
a  long,  tedious,  and  harrassing 
pledgeshtp  will  build  a  strong  bro- 
therhood because  the  members  had 
to  work  to  get  in,  are  two  concepts 
which  have  been  falsely  held  in 
pledge  education.  It  is  true  that 
when  you  work  for  something  it 
lends  to  become  dear  to  you,  and 
after  three  years  of  hard  work 
^  and  long  nighcs  (or  my  chapter  I 
[eel  a  vt-rv  stioiig  bond  lo  it  But. 
r  1  defy  any  pledge  program  to  instill 
'  the  love  that  I  have  into  a  man  who 
has  just  been  pledged.  A  man  who 
stays  up  all  night  doing  pushups  for 
some  drunk  can't  feel  the  same  as  a 
man  who  has  been  up  all  night 
working  out  the  rush  booklet.  The 
former  will  feel  a  closeness  with 
the  pledge  class  that  he  endured 
his  pledgeship  with,  it  is  true.  but. 
he  will  also  have  a  dislike  and  at 
least  a  sense  of  competition  for  the 
active  body  who  inflicted  this 
pledgeship  upon  him. 

On  the  one  hand,  a  man  is  work- 
ing for  an  individual  so  that  he  may 
gain  entrance  to  an  organization 
and  entrance  is  the  accomplish- 
ment, not  the  beginning,  but  the 
end.  The  feeling  of  ,  .  .  "well,  I 
finally  made  it.  now  1  can  sit  back 
and  watch  somebody  else  work '" 
While  on  the  other  hand,  a  good 
pledge  program,  one  which  has 
taught  a  man  how  lo  work  for  the 
fraternity  as  a  whole  and  not  its 
members,  will  create  a  bond  with 
(he  whole  chapter,  not  just  the  pledge 
class,  and  will  leave  a  man  with  a 
sense  of  beginning  when  he  is  ini- 

Our  pledge  education  programs 
must  simply  do  two  things.  First. 
ihey  must  give  a  man  enough  back- 
ground information  in  our  frater- 
nity and  in  fraternity  life  in  gene- 
ral, lo  become  a  functioning  mem- 
ber of  the  greek  community  upon  his 
initiation.  If  his  education  becomes 
cluttered  with  too  many  irrelevant 
and  worthless  facts,  the  important 
information  will  also  seem  irrele- 
vant and  worthless.  If  the  program 
1*    kept    short    and    interesting    the 

all  that  happens  to  him  as  a  pledge. 
H  the  program  is  filled  with  a  lot 
of  harrasmeni  and  irrelevant  leam- 
mg,  that  is  just  what  the  program 
willbe.inele\-ant, 
I  Secondly,   the   man    must    gam    a 


feeling  of  brotherhood  with  the 
rest  of  the  group.  If  he  doesn't 
gel  along  well  with  the  brothers, 
let  him  excuse  himself  from  the 
roles  before  he  is  initiated.  If  ac- 
tive members  of  the  chapter  main- 
tain an  aloof  and  superior  attitude 
towards  the  pledges,  the  pledges 
and  the  acdve  will  never  know  if 
they  like  each  other  until  the  pledge 
class  goes  active,  which  is  loo  late. 
A  man  should  be  prepared  for  the 
ritual  as  a  pledge.  The  first  im- 
pression of  the  ritual  is  the  most 
important.  When  line-ups  and  pledge 
courts  are  utilized,  the  man  will  be 
apprehensive  of  the  ritual.  He  will 
not  be  prepared  to  absorb  the  deep 
symbolism  and  love  of  life  that  is 
locked  within  our  ritual 

If  the  active  chapter  feels  that  a 
pledge  class  is  slipping  and  needs 
to  be  shaken  up  a  little  bit  by  using  a 
walk-out  or  a  pledge  court,  then  ii 
should  follow  that  these  same  tac- 
tics should  be  used  against  the  old- 
er brothers  who  are  many  times 
slipping  more  than  the  whole  pledge 


to  be  prompted,  then  do  just  that, 
prompt  him,  but  don't  harrass  and 
belittle  him. 

Lastly,  fratcrnalism  is  based 
upon  many  people  striving  for  the 
same  basic  ideals.  When  you  look
